Se the Two Expositions Could Come To- 


gether in Augusta Next Pall—A Theater 
Party—Other Macon News Notes. 


Macon, Ga., February 7.—jSpecial.}—At 
the regular meeting of the city council this 
evening, some very important business was 
transacted. Two parties who were fined by 
the recorder sent in a petition asking that 
their fines be remitted, as they were unjust, 
and these were referred to special commit- 
tees. 

One more applicant for the clerkship of the 
new market was heard from and his applica- 
tion was filed. 

A potition from J.C. Wheeler, asking the 
use of two gas posts to be placed in front of the 
First Baptist church, was received. Granted. 

The city sexton’s report was read and 
adopted. Several bills were read and ordered 
to be paid, and some tobe referred. Also the 
report of the committee on cemetery. 

A report from the markethouse committee 
relative to placing lightning rods on the mar- 
ket building was read and referred to a special 
committee. 

A communication from the electric light 
company was heard, stating in accordance with 
the petition of the Brown House company 
the tower on that building would be removed 
and the lights used elsewhere as directed by 


the mayor. 
The report of the hospital committee was 


read and adopted. 

A motion was made and adopted that the 
market ordinance be read and acted upon by 
sections at the next meeting. The election of 
clerk for the market will take place in two 


weeks. 

A communication from the board of trade 
was read, stating that as the Augusta Exposi- 
tion company,of R chimond eounty,desired and 
requested that the Macon city council would 
release the Georgia Agricultural society from 
their contract as made by them to the city of 
Macon to hold a fair in this city, that the 
Georgia state fair might unite with the one in 
Augusta some time in October. The board 
agreed with the Augusta company and would 
Jike to have the council act upon this. 

On motion of Alderman Proudfit it was most 

heartily and unanimously resolyed not to act 
in concurrence with this. Mr. Proudfit’s re- 
marks were pithy, concise and right to the 
point. So this communication received a black 
eye. 
The committee appointed to act upon the 
matter of the proposed dummy line reported 
that they determined upon no action save that 
the mayor appoint a committee of three alder- 
men to visit Chattanooga and inspect the 
dummy line at that place and obtain all nec- 
essary information regarding it and its work- 
ings.

Augusta Industrial Home for Women—Ke- 
ports of Officers. 

Avousta, Ga., February 7.—[Special.]—The 
second annual meeting of the Industrial home, 
a house of refuge founded in Augusta two 
years ago for fallen women who wish to re- 
form, was held tonight and largely attended. 
The reports of ofticers showed that during the 
first year $2,393 had been. collected, $2,100 of 
which was devoted to the purchase and fur- 
nishing of the home. During the second 
year, the total receipts were $945.37, 
which, together with the balance of the first 
years’ collections, had been expended in cur- 
rent expenses. The directors and officers of 
this institution are leading men of the city, 
without reference to denomination or sect, 
and the home is doing a good work. A com- 
fortable home has been provided, an excellent 
lady is in charge as a matron, and the success 
of the movement is encouraging. Nine is the 
gréatest number of inmates yet had at any 
time. At the collection taken up in the audi- 
ence $125 in cash was received.

THE FAIR CONTINUES SUCCESSFULLY 


Captain Sneed’s Squad Wins—Second Ser~ 
geant Frank Spencer Secures tne Gold 
Medal Some Nice Little Speches. 


The second night of the Atlanta Rifles’ fair 

ed off pleasantly and successfully. The 
attendanee was much larger than it was the 
first night, and everything moved along 
smoothly. It was announced that the prize 
drill] would begin at 8 o'clock, but it was de- 
layed an hour, because many of the young 
men who were tocompete in it had escorted 
young indies tothe hall, and they had to go 


back to the armory for their guns. 

The sjuad drill took place first, and was 
watched with intense interest by a very 
large crowd, the young ladies showing a keen 
appreciation and applauding when some par- 
ticularly skillful movement was made. 

Two sjuads entered the contest. One 
commanded by Lieutenant Spencer and 
other by Captain Sneed. 

Lieutenant Spencer's squad formed in the 
rear of the hall and marched tothe front and 
ascended the steps. The men wore their fatigue 
uniforms, and they presented a soldierly ap- 

arance. The following men were in ranks: 

essrs. Kendrick, Crook, Nunnally, Glenn, 
Mitchell, Dooley, Malone, Hastings, Hol- 
brook, Nash, Rheinhardt and Wallace. Cap- 
tain Clifford Anderson and Lieutenant Ellis, 
of the Gate City Guard, were the judges, and 
they stood upon the stage, near the 
men. Captain Anderson watched the half of 
the sonal an the left sideofthe stage, and 
Lieutenant Ellis watehed those on the right 
hand side. These officers were exceedinttly 
vigilant, and not the slightest crror escaped 
their notice. The members were pnt through 
the manual of arms, and subjected to the most 
rigid tesis. The men showed remarkable pro- 
ficiency, and they received a great dea! of ap- 
plause. Thetest was finished to the satisfac- 
tion of the judges, andthe men filed down 
the steps and broke ranks. 

Ina few minutés Captain Sneed’s comple- 
ment of trained soldiers marched down the 
hal! and ascended the steps. This squad was 
composed of the follewing members: Messrs. 
Hill, Wood, Welborn, Williams, Goldsinith, 
Harris, Francis, Winship, Hill, Mynatt and 
Richardson. These men were put through the 
manual, and they showed a vrecision indeed 
remarkable. They did not make the slightest 
mistake; that is, nobody among the crowd of 
spectators detected the slightest error. The 
test was deemed complete, and 
the squad marched down amid the 
loud applause of the throng. It was regarded 
ax a yory close contest, Some persons thought 
one suad ought tu have the prize, and others 
expressed the opinion that the other squad 
should have it. The large majority of specta- 
tors could not decide which squad should re- 
ceive it. The judges retired into an adjoining 
rocm to consult, and after deliberating five 
minutes, returned to the hall. But they did 
not announce their decision until the close of 
the individual dr ll. 

The drill to determine who of all the mem- 
bers of the company is the best drilled man, 
was a very interesting céntest. It afforded in- 
finite amusement to the spectators. Thesame 
ofiicers were asked to be the judges. Captain 
Sneed gave the commands. When the contest 
began two dozen men stood upon the stage.

committing slight errors. The rule was, that 
ifany man made the most insignificant mis- 
take he wasto be incontinently sent behind 
the wings. As the hapless soldiers fell by 
the wayside the crowd cheered and laughed. 
In six minutes only eight men_ stood 
in —itine, The next round decided 
the fate of four of these. For about five 
minutes these four survivors stood the test. 
It seemed as if they would siand the ordeal. 
One committed an error so trival as to escape 
the notice of everybody save the eagle eyed 
judges and he was sent back. Only three re* 
mained—Bun Wylie, Charlie Winship and 
Frank S.Spencer. The contest became still 
more interesting, Mr. Wylie failed in some 
dificult movement ofhis gun and he was re- 
tired. Frank Spencer and Charlie Winship 
were the only survivors. Each had in the hal! 
scores of friends and admirers. Both are very 
opular young men, and both , have 
or a long time been regarded = as 
efficient soldiers. Their familiarity with 
the manual, and their dextexrity and cool 
judgment in handling their guns excited the 
admiration of all. They were subjected to a 
very severe test, and itseemed as if neither 
would succumb. Finally, Mr. Winship was 
told to retire, and this left Frank Spencer un- 
disputed master of the situation. He had 
fairly won the championship. The hal] shook 
with applause, and Frank Spencer was the 
hero of the hour. His friends pressed around 
him and congratulated him upon his splendid 
triumph. The young ladies—with whom he 
is a tavorite—shook hands with him, gave him 
pretiy bouquets, and showered upon him pretty 
compliments. Captain George Forbes, of the 
Atlanta Artillery company, was requested to 
prescnta medal to Mr. Spencer. He went 
upon the stage and held the medal up so it 
could be seen by all. This is indeed a beauti- 
ful prize—one well worth striving for. It is 
made of pure gold, and is exquisitely orna- 
mented. it was made by Mr. A. J. Delkin, 
the Whitehall street jeweler, and it reflects 
great credit upon his taste and skill. Jt was 
presented by the artillery company to the Ri- 
fies.

Hon. Josern Pov, of Columbus, called on 
Governor Gordon yesterday, 

GOVERNOR GORDON PASSED the following 
orders: The secretary of state was ordered 
to issue a commissiou to F. B. Wilson, Esq., 
as commissioner of deeds for this state in the 
state of New York. 

HE DIRECTED AN order to the principle keeper 
of the penitentiary notifying him that John 
Nunly, a convict,had been adjudged insane by 
a commission duly organized at Rising Fawn 
on the 3d of February. Nunly, being confined 
at the camp near that point, and instructing 
the principal keeper to have the said Nunly 
removed forthwith to the lunatic asylum in 
charge of a guard to be furnished by the les- 
sees who control the camp. He issued an order 
to the sheriff of Dade county notifying him 
that he has pardoned James Jones and direct- 
ing that he be forthwith discharged from the 
Dade county jail. 

James Jones was convicted of misdemeanor 
in the superior court of Dade on the 28th of 
March, 1887, and sentenced to pay a fine of 
$50 and costs, and in default of payment to be 
confined at hard labor in the eee | for 
ten months. Failing to pay the fine, Jones 
was placed.in Dade county jail, where he has 
remained more than ten months. The pardon 
was granted on the petition of the judge of 
the circuit and the legal ofticers of the county 
asking that Jones be released. 

It seems that Jones was confined in jail be- 
cause there was no chaingang in Dade in 
which he could serve out his sentence. 

_IN THE COMPTROLLER-GENERAL’S office these 
matters were recorded: The lessees of camps 
Nos. 2 and 3 paid the fine of $5,000 ($2,500 for 
each camp) which was put upon them some 
time ago by Governor Gordon for irregularities ; 
Dawson county sent up $1,580.92 in general 
taxes ; fces for inspection of fertilizers, $1,113.10.

Strike of Cutters in Quarries 
There and at Lithonia. 


PROSPECT OF TROUBLE WITH STIKERS 


The Importation of Negro Labor the Cause 
of the Strike—What Employers and 
Employed Have to Say, Ete. 


There is trouble at Lithonia and Stone 
Mountain. 

Aboutone hundred stone cutters, members 
of the Paving Cutters’ union, have strack 
against Venable Lros. & Foster, and unices ap- 

ces are deceiving, there is going to be a 


bitter fight between the owners of the quarries 
» and the union. 


The paving cutters are almost, without ex- 


ception, all Scottchmen, and the trouble grows 


out ofthe employment of non-union men—ne- 
groce—in the quarries. 

A number of the strikers were in the city 
yesterday, and, from talks with them, it is ev!- 
dent that they intend to stand firm in the posi- 
tion they have taken. 

“The case is simply this,’’ said one of them. 
‘‘We do not propose to work side by side with 
niggers, especially when those niggers are try- 
ing to injure our business by working at lers 
than union rates. Our union comprises all the 
skilled workmen; we banded together for the 
better protection of our interests, and we are 
against cheap labor 
for about ha!f what we can afford to work for.” 

‘Will you resort to force ?’’ 

“We don't think that will 
We think we can persuade Mr. 
look at things as we do.”’ 

In the oflice of Venable Bros. & Foster there 
were, last evening, six or eight of the Scotch- 
men, who were there to diseuss the situation 
with their employers. Both sides of the ques- 
tion were presented, but both employers and 
employed stand firm upon their original posi- 
tions. . e 

“This is the exact condition of affairs, said 
Mr. Sam Venable, when asked to give his sido 
of the case. ‘When I went before the council 
to get the contract for paving the streets of At- 
may call it, 
which I held ont was that if given the con- 
tract, we would employ local workmen, so far 
as possible, in cur quarries. We have tried a 
number of times to dothis, but each time the 
Scotchmen, who are union men, would just 
quit work, and we were compelled, in order to 
You sce 
our Atlanta contract is about the closest con- 
tract we ever made. We get from a dollar toa 
dollar and a half per square yard less here than 
we get anywhere else, and we have to figure 
close on our work. I have just returned from 
Richmond, Va., bringing with me seventeen 
or eighteen of the skilled workmen from those 
quarries. ‘The men are negroes, but they are 
excellent workmen; in some respects, better 
thauv the Scotchmen. When these men started 
to work, the Scotchmen threw down their im- 
plements and refused to work.’’ 

‘Do they object to the new men 
they are negroes, or because they 
union wen ?”’

We 
have been paying them from five to seven dol- 
lars a day for the last six years, and, with the 
exception of the little they pay for board, every 
dollar of it goes back to the old country. They 
a nothing here. When in the winter time 
the quarries are shut down they start at once 
for their former homes across the water.”’ 
“Well, what are you going to do about it
